Approximately 66,000,000 notes of 


the 5000-franc denomination have 
been in circulation. At the new ex- 
change rate of 214 francs to the 
dollar they were worth $1,540,000 000 


One informant said the notes rep- 


resented 37 per cent of the total 
value of France's currency. More 
than half the notes, this source said, 
are in the hands of black market 
operators. 


The government has not yet 


fixed the conditions by which 
the 5000-franc notes may be ex- 
changed for other currency. Th« 
terms of these conditions were 
anxiously awaited by bankers, 
businessmen z.ad other citizens. 


A finance ministry communique

Filled With Despair

MOHANDAS K. GANDHI once wanted 


to live :o be 125. Bu: only ihree weeks 
ago "ne said he did no: wan: to live that 
long in a. world :om by s-.rife. 


In one of the las: interview-^ he 


granrec a foreign correspondent. Gandhi 
told me he did no: wan: to live to s*e 
ei:her ""world carnage cr the mutual de- 
struction tha: is going on" in India. 


I visited Gandhi jiis* before I left 


India. He was siring in the brillisn; 
sunshine on :he grounds of Birla House, 
oilv a few yards from the spot where iie 
was as&assinatec. When I asked him if 
he sull hoped :o live beyond the ccr.tury 
mark the wizened ^fshELTma grinned. 


*-You art taking 25 years off JUT 


life,"' he saidL Oly ambiti«n is t» lire 
to be IZ5." 


Bu: then, suddenly grave, he added: 


"Here you may use ihe word despair. 


I con': want :o live to s<*e world carnage 
or the mutual destruction :hat is going 
on here. Today I am no: playing an 
effective pan 'in restoring Hindu-Moslem 
peace). In the union to: India) all peoole 
must feel equally safe, whether Hindu. 
Pars!. Moslem. Sikh or Christian. I am 
sorry to say that now there are com- 
plaints even from the Christians.

A week later Gandhi was to undertake 


his las' fas: for peace. If true peace were 
:o come ~o India. Gancihi said then. 1C 
would double "my intense •aish to live a 
full span o: liie doing service to humanity 
ai least 125 years or, as some say, 133 
years." 


But once before he expressed doubt 


that he would attain the goal Tnat was 
last Summer, when he told of his sorrow 
that rioting Indians had not obser\ed the 
teachings of non-violence. 


Although his fast a year ago suc- 


ceeded in stopping the Calcutta, riots, 
he was bitter over the bloody Ilindu- 
Moslem fighting which later swept 
India's capital 
of Delhi and 
the 


Punjab. 


""Peace in Delhi, insofar as it is 


peace, is brought about by police and the 
military and not by my teachings." he 
told us. 


Did"he dispair of bringing about non- 


violence? 


"I did not say that." he replied. "A 


man who believes m non-violence.cannot 
despair; he cannot afford to despair. 


"The peoole have not grasped the 


technique of non-violence. Somewhere 
There is a link missing. Non-violence is 
like God — it cannot faiL 


''God and truth are not. only con- 


vertible terms, but truth is God. 


'•It is like a coin. On one face truth 


is written: on the other, non-violence. It- 
is always possible lor the non-violent man 
to fail if he has not sufficient inward 
"strength.

Before I left Gsndhi remarked on the

THE stomach is an extraordinary or- 


gan, lined with a mucous membrane mad* 
up of a layer of ceils about l/700th of an 
inch thick, which dips and folds into 
deep pits and nssures. It is in these 
fissures that the stomach's 25,000,000 
glands are located. These glands are, in 
effect, chemical—factories which maka 
hydrochloric 
acid, pepsin, and 
other 


juices necessary to the stomach's chief 
task, which is the digestion of meat and 
ether protein Icwcs. 


Sometimes. Tor "various reasons, 
the 


stomach glands secrete too much acid 
and there is evidence that this o^er-pro- 
aucnon of acid may be one of the main 
factors in causing stomacn ulcer, though, 
it is only fair to say that the ultimate 
reasons behind tne process are still not 
well understood. 


It is estimated that about one out of 


every ten people have haa ulcer of the 
stomach or intestine at one time or an- 
other. The first occurrence of an ulcer 
is likely to foiio* some, infection, such as 
a severe sore throat, or to follow a sud- 
den or continuous physical or mental 
str*rr._ All of these things may also play 
a part in causing the recurrence of ulcers. ( 


When an ulcer first develops, the per- 


son affected should be put to bed for 
complete rest, arid his food should be re- 
stricted to fluids or semi-solid foods taken 
in small amounts at frequent intervals. 
Many physicians treat these patients by 
giving them milk and cream every hour, 
together with alkaline powders. Tee rnilt 
and cream may have minerals, vitamin*, 
proteins, and sugar concentrates added to 
it. 


The pstient should remain in bed for 


about three weeks, assuming that there 
are no complications, such &s severe 
bleeding from the ulcer. 


A large number of alkaline substances, 


such as baking soda, magnesium oxide, 
and calcium carbonate have been employ- 
ed in treating ulcers. Magnesium trisili- 
cate seems to be more beneficial in get- 
ting rid of the acid for & longer period of 
time than these other substances. Al- 
uminum hydroxide absorbs acids and is 
also effective. Sedative or quieting drugs 
may b« used in some cases. 


Many physicians think that ft patient 


with ulcers should rot use tob.icco'"]and 
shouid avoid alcoholic beverages, «s 'well 
as those containing cafTeine. 


The general treatment of th« patient 


is importanr, too. For example, over-1 
tiredness, exposure to infections, worry, 
and mental shock, all should be elimin- 
ated, insofar as possible. It has beem 
found, in fact, that in some ca.^es, merely 
taking K vacation, with all that, it mean* 
in relaxation, rest, and change, will 
due* a cur*.

tion and struck; hoctev from the 
Olympic program 


An authoritative Swiss source 


said the Olympic committee had 
threatened to close the fames if 
hockey^ continues to be played. 
The same highly placed person 
said, "There will be hockey to- 
morrow. Let us see what the 
Olympic 
committee 
will 
do 


about "it." 


Reacting quickly to the hockey 


cancellation, the executive commit- 
tee of the International Ice Hockey 
federation met and authorized its 
president to take -whatever action 
was necessary in the interests of the 
federation. 


The membership of the HHP was 


summoned to a full meeting tomor- 
row morning at 7 o'clock, two hours 
before the hockey games are sched- 
uled to be played in defiance of the 
IOC order. 


Unknown to the crowd that 


cheered the opening parade of 
nearly 1000 athletes behind 28 
national fla^s, police thisinora- 
in^ were waiting to throw the 
Swiss hockey team off the ice, 
but Olympic President J. Sijf- 
frird Edstrom forbade them to 
act.
